ANNUAL  REPORT 


OF  THE 

Roxbury  Home  fo^  Children  and  / ged  Women, 

FOR  THE  YEAR  ENDING  APRIL  26,  1 88 1. 


The  relations  which  are  borne  by  one  portion  of  society 
toward  another  have  been  so  often  reported  on,  preached 
about,  spoken  of,  that  it  does  not  seem  possible  to  add  any 
new  thought  to  the  subject. 

This  is  true  not  only  of  the  ordinary  relations  of  life,  but 
alike  of  the  conditions  between  those  who  manage  a  charity 
and  those  who  are  the  recipients  of  the  charity.  “  The  poor 
ye  have  with  you  alway.”  And  it  is  doubtless  true  that  we 
shall  always  find  work  for  our  charity  ;  and,  so  far  as  we  are 
faithful,  we  may  hope  in  some  small  way  to  do  something  to 
lift  the  burden  from  some  hearts,  else  bowed  in  the  dust  by 
grief  and  loss. 

It  is  true  here  as  in  every  work  of  life  that  questions  of 
doubt  may  arise  whether  results  commensurate  with  the 
efforts  can  be  traced  to  the  efforts, —  whether,  indeed,  as 
much  good  is  effected  in  the  way  we  pursue  as  in  some  other 
way.  Is  the  comfort  of  the  recipients  of  our  charity  as  well 
secured  by  the  present  arrangement  as  may  reasonably  be 
looked  for  ? 

In  the  first  place,  it  must  be  said  that  it  is  not  likely  that 


old  persons  can  adapt  themselves  easily  to  new  conditions, 
nor  find  as  much  comfort  and  enjoyment  by  sharing  a  room 
with  another  as  by  occupying  it  alone.  Yet  we  cannot  help 
this  condition  of  affairs  until  we  shall  have  means  to  erect 
a  building  constructed  expressly  to  secure  the  privilege  for 
each  inmate  to  have  a  room  for  herself.  For  this,  we  must 
labor  and  wait.  Will  our  friends  respond  to  the  appeal  for 
help  to  this  end  ?  We  do  not  ask,  nor  do  we  wish,  for  means 
to  erect  a  large  or  highly  ornamental  building.  Comfort 
does  not  depend  upon  external  show.  Nor  do  we  believe  in 
the  wisdom  of  erecting  a  large  building,  in  which  shall  be 
congregated  a  crowd  of  persons  who  have  no  affinity,  and 
little  sympathy  even,  for  each  other.  But  a  building  con¬ 
structed  so  as  to  accommodate  not  more  than  fifty  might 
add  much  to  the  enjoyment  of  all,  while  the  expenses  would 
be  relatively  less  than  at  present. 

We  do  not  say  this  by  way  of  complaint  of  the  present 
expenditures.  We  have  only  words  of  praise  of  the  man¬ 
agement  of  the  Home  as  at  present  carried  on  by  our  effi¬ 
cient  matron,  who,  while  carefully  watching  over  the  comfort 
of  the  inmates,  is  also  most  painstaking  in  keeping  the  ex¬ 
penses  within  reasonable  limits. 

While,  therefore,  we  think  we  are  doing  as  much  as  can 
be  reasonably  looked  for  under  the  circumstances,  we  ask 
for  means  to  change  the  circumstances ;  and  we  can  confi¬ 
dently  promise  to  do  more  and  better  than  ever  before. 

For  we  have  to  report  the  affairs  of  the  Home  in  a  pros¬ 
perous  condition.  The  internal  arrangements  are  in  the 
same  excellent  hands  as  for  the  last  few  years  ;  and,  so  far  as 
she  can  control  matters,  we  see  little  or  nothing  to  change. 

Our  friends  have  been  mindful  of  the  wants  of  the  Home, 
and  the  same  kindly  spirit  has  been  shown  during  the  year 
as  in  former  years. 

During  the  past  year,  we  have  had  twenty-three  inmates, 
of  whom  seven  have  been  admitted,  three  have  died,  and 
three  withdrawn,  leaving  seventeen  now  in  the  Home. 

Miss  Champney,  at  the  New  Year,  laid  us  all  under  re¬ 
newed  obligations  for  the  pleasant  entertainment  afforded 
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both  for  the  body  and  the  spirit.  Her  praises  were  sung  by 
the  inmates  for  many  a  day  for  this  thoughtful  kindness. 
Nor  is  she  yet  forgotten. 

The  Young  Men’s  Christian  Union,  William  H.  Baldwin, 
President,  and  Mrs.  Thomas  Adams  have  added  much  to  the 
health,  comfort,  and  enjoyment  of  the  inmates  by  furnishing 
carriages  for  rides  during  the  pleasant  season. 

We  have  especially  to  refer  to  the  kind  interest  of  Miss 
Anna  E.  Putnam,  who  desired  that  five  hundred  dollars 
should  be  bestowed  upon  the  Home  from  her  estate.  This 
was  not,  however,  stated  in  her  will.  But  her  surviving  sis¬ 
ter  and  sole  legatee,  Miss  Carrie  Putnam,  with  generous 
kindness,  wished  her  sister’s  wishes  complied  with  at  once, 
and  directed  the  money  paid,  which  was  done  and  a  new 
fund  was  founded,  called  the  Anna  E.  Putnam  Fund. 

And  now,  while  writing  the  report,  we  have  a  letter  from 
Mr.  Henry  G.  Denny,  executor  of  the  will  of  Dr.  Henry 
Bartlett,  enclosing  a  check  for  one  thousand  dollars,  a  be¬ 
quest  from  Dr.  Bartlett  for  the  uses  of  the  Home. 

The  Sunday  services  have  been  conducted  as  usual  through 
the  year,  and  our  thanks  are  due  the  clergymen  and  others 
who  have  cheerfully  undertaken  the  work.  We  have  grate¬ 
fully  to  acknowledge  the  continued  kindness  of  Mr.  Nazro, 
in  taking  charge  of  the  singing  ;  of  Miss  Libby,  Miss  FAster, 
and  Miss  Morrill,  for  their  help  at  the  piano  ;  and  of  the 
young  ladies  from  Immanuel  Church,  for  their  assistance  in 
the  singing. 

The  comfort  and  enjoyment  of  the  inmates  have  been  faith¬ 
fully  served  by  Mrs.  Richardson,  Mrs.  Burrill,  and  the  Misses 
Dibblee,  Munroe,  Reynolds,  Shute,  and  Tuckers,  who  have 
devoted  much  time  in  reading  to  them  through  the  year.
